Girls, father mourned 

Community joins distraught mother and son in grief

Tears mixed with 
raindrops Thursday after¬ 
noon at Winterburn 
School as staff, students 
and the Baxter family 
held a celebration of life 
for two young girls and 
their father who were 
killed on a train crossing 
May 4. 

About 400 students, staff, 
family members and Ed¬ 
monton Oilers took part in 
the ceremony, which in¬ 
cluded speeches, a memo¬ 
rial tree planting and dedi¬ 
cation, and the release of 
butterflies into the school- 
yard. 

“I don’t know if I’ll ever 
recover from this,” said 
Alana Baxter, mother of Ju- 
lianne and Coral and wife 
of John. 

“Maybe I will the day I 
die and I’m reunited with 
them.” 


Baxter said she’s over¬ 
whelmed by the compas¬ 
sion people have shown 
through this tiying time 


and plans on visiting the 
schoolyard whenever she 
wants to be with her fami¬ 
ly- 


“It’s just so touching and 
comforting to know that if 
I miss my children and my 
husband I can come and sit 


on this bench and look at 
these trees and just feel 
them,” she said. 

“I felt them here with 
me today.” 

Winterburn principal 
I Shane Dzivinski said set¬ 
ting up an area in the 
schoolyard for students to 
remember their friends 
and classmates is an impor¬ 
tant part of the school com¬ 
munity’s healing process. 

“It was very important to 
have the opportunity for 
closure for the school com¬ 
munity,” Dzivinski said. 
“But also the opportunity 
to say that we aren’t forget¬ 
ting, that we are creating 
an area for remembrance 
that they will always be 
part of us.” 

Baxter said she’s grateful 
that her son John Jr. is still 
here to help her through 
the tragedy. 

“Right now I have my 
son and maybe through 
him I can learn to love life 
again,” she said.

The Royal Alberta Muse¬ 
um hosted the Canadian 
premiere of the various 
category winners of the 
competition for the fourth 
time. The competition is 
perennially held at the 
Natural History Museum in 
London and organized by 
BBC Wildlife Magazine, 
and is in its 43rd year. 

Showcased at this event 


are 60 of the top entries 
chosen from more than 
43,000 submissions world¬ 
wide, but only the finalists’ 
entries are available for 
viewing, as the individual 
who won wildlife photog¬ 
rapher of the year has 
been stripped of his prize 
and title for staging a pho¬ 
to with a rare tame wolf. 

“The award winner, it 
turns out that he contra¬ 
vened the rules,” said Todd 
Craws haw, communica¬ 
tions co-ordinator at the 
Royal Alberta Museum. “So 
they haven’t found a re¬ 
placement, but there are a 
number of different cate¬ 
gories and the main shots 
we’re running with are ba¬ 


sically other category win¬ 
ners, like the Young 
Wildlife Photographer of 
the Year, and several oth¬ 
ers.” 


Impactlab.com reported 
the initial contest winner 
hired a wolf named Ossian 
from a Madrid Wildlife 
park.

Helen Calahasen, an ex¬ 
ecutive director with the 
Dreamspealcers Film Festi¬ 
val, says it’s partnering up 
with Alberta Aboriginal 
Arts for this year’s festival 
in Edmonton June 2 
through June 5. The move 
will mean moviegoers at 
the festival can also enjoy 
a variety of live plays at its 
Rubaboo Arts Festival. 

“This will bring in a 
whole new crowd and a 
whole new aspect to the 
film festival,” said Cala¬ 
hasen during the Dreams- 
peakers Film Festival me¬ 
dia launch Thursday.

Container of donations 
bound for Africa located

theft All’s well that ends 
well after a Good Samari¬ 
tan found a stolen contain¬ 
er full of charitable dona¬ 
tions destined for Africa 
and reported it to police 
Wednesday. 

“This is a godsend,” said 
Dr. Chulcwuemeka Obia- 
junwa, executive director 
of Africa We Care, a chari¬ 
table organization that 
had its loaded container 
stolen sometime between 
last Sunday evening and 
early Monday morning. 

“These people are help¬ 
less and hopeless. Life 
every day is a struggle for 
existence minute by 
minute. Having these 
things restores some digni¬ 
ty-” 

The container, full of 
28,000 kilograms of used 
clothes, shoes and comput¬ 
ers, was ready to be 
shipped away to Kenya on 
Sunday. Obiajunwa him¬ 


self loaded the last bag in¬ 
to the container before 
padlocking it shut. The 
next morning, it was gone. 

“I’m so happy and I’m so 
grateful for the police de¬ 
partment,” Obiajunwa 
said. 

Local truck driver 
George Catling was the 
Good Samaritan responsi¬ 
ble for calling police on 
Wednesday. 

Catling first noticed the 
abandoned container 
parked on the road near 
his work on 131 Avenue 
and 146 Street. It wasn’t 
until Catling saw a news 
report on Wednesday that 
he realized the container 
he’d seen could be the 
stolen container. 

“Trailers aren’t supposed 
to be dumped on the side 
of the road, but I thought 
somebody left it there and 
they would be back,” 
Catling said. “I’m very hap¬ 
py that it was recovered 
and all the stuff is intact 
and now it can get to 
where it’s supposed to go.” 


Youth, 17, charged in fatal stabbing 


crime Police have charged 
a 17-year-old youth with 
second-degree murder af¬ 
ter a restaurant owner was 
killed in the city’s north 
end Tuesday. 

Mohammed Bashir Kahn 
was found laying by police 
near his All Hours Steak, 
Pizza and Donair restau¬ 
rant on 129 Avenue and 
119 Street. Kahn later died 
in hospital. 

A medical examiner 
ruled that Kahn — who 
leaves behind a wife, five 
children and five grand¬ 
children — died as a result 
of a stabbing, police said. 

Police say the youth was 
charged late Wednesday 
night. The teen also faces 
robbeiy and weapons 
charges in relation to the 
city’s sixth homicide of the 
year. 


Suspect sought 

• Police, meanwhile, are 
still looking for a suspect af¬ 
ter Daniel Louis Thomas, 25, 
was found dead in the river 
valley near the Hotel Mac¬ 
donald Monday. The case is 
Edmonton's fifth homicide 
of the year. 

• The suspect is described 
as a slim aboriginal male 
between the ages of 14 and 
20 who has a thin mous¬ 
tache and short dark hair. 

As well, the youth faces 
two other unrelated rob¬ 
bery charges, police said. 

Family members say 
Kahn immigrated from 
Pakistan 30 years ago and 
his immediate family is 
considering selling his 
business. metro edmonton

19 Alberta projects get funds, including 4 in Edmonton

As part of Canada’s 
economic action plan, 
joint funding has allowed 
the government to unveil 
19 new affordable housing 
projects across the 
province Thursday. 

The announcement of 
these new developments 
was made on the site be¬ 
tween 109 Street and 108 
Street on Jasper Avenue, 
where Mayfair Village 
South is set to be built. 

Mayfair Village is one of 
four housing projects for 
Edmonton, and will be a 
15-storey high-rise consist¬ 
ing of 237 units of afford¬ 
able apartment housing. 

“This is what’s called a 
transit-oriented develop¬ 
ment,” said Jonathan De¬ 
nis, minister of Alberta 
housing and urban affairs. 
“And obviously there is a 
lot of access to transit. We 
recognize that people who 
may be in need of afford¬ 
able housing may not 
have access to vehicles, so 


we wanted to provide 
some choice. 

“At the same time, this 
is important for the down¬ 
town because some peo¬ 
ple require immediate ac¬ 
cess to downtown. 

“It gets expensive here, 
so for the average person 


to afford it after coming 
out of university or if they 
are moving here from an¬ 
other province, we want 
to make sure that they 
have access to the Alberta 
economy.” 

This project is part of 
the goal to create 11,000 


affordable housing units 
by 2012. Including this 
project, Alberta has 8,700 
units that are being con¬ 
structed or are fully con¬ 
structed. 

The Mayfair Village is 
scheduled to be complet¬ 
ed in the fall of 2011.

Some Edmonton bar 
owners are asking for a 
one-time relaxation on 
liquor laws during this 
year’s World Cup so they 
can serve booze as early 
as 8 a.m. 

Patrick Devaney, who 
owns a number of city 
pubs that includes the Rose 
& Crown Pub downtown 
and the Sherlock Holmes 
Pubs, says it’s a good idea 
since fans can only watch 
some of the games around 
that time. 

The massive soccer event 
is in South Africa, an eight- 
hour time difference with 
Edmonton. 

“It’s the most watched 
sporting event in the 
world,” said Devaney. 

“When a game is on at 
eight in the morning, peo¬ 
ple from the towers (down¬ 
town) will pop in just to 
see the score, but they 
wouldn’t necessarily have 
a beer.” 

Devaney says a number 
of bars could also see 
morning crowds on week¬ 
ends because of the World 
Cup. 


The Alberta Gaming and 
Liquor Commission says 
bars can make the request 
to open up early and each 
request will be handled on 
a case-by-case basis. 

Once permission is 
granted, an AGLC spokes¬ 
woman says each bar must 
offer up a full service menu 


and liquor sales before 8 
a.m. would be prohibited. 

The commission says it 
has received seven applica¬ 
tions, but has only ap¬ 
proved three bars to open 
early in Calgaiy and one in 
Cochrane. 

The World Cup begins 
on June 11.

opal An investigation has 
determined that an all-ter¬ 
rain vehicle probably 
caused a brush fire that de¬ 
stroyed a home and forced 
an evacuation order. 

A county official says he’s 
disappointed that the ATV 
driver wasn’t careful when 
riding in the area May 12, 
the day the fire started. 

“I’m very disappointed 
that people ignored the 
dry weather conditions 
and caused a major wild¬ 
fire that resulted in the 
loss of a family’s home 
and other properties, 
forced many people to 
evacuate and cost millions 
of dollars to control and 
extinguish,” Thorhild 
County Reeve Charles 
Newell said Thursday. 

He warned that the fire 


hazard was still consider¬ 
able despite cooler, wet 
conditions. 

“Even though there 
have been some light rain 
showers in the past day, 
our region is still very 
dry,” he said. 

“People need to think 
about the tremendous 
damage a quad or a fire can 
do this long weekend.” 

The blaze near Opal was 
being held for a second 
day Thursday. 


That meant the flames 
hadn’t jumped a guard 
built by crews around the 
perimeter of the 30- 
square-lcilometre fire. 

There were still about 
210 firefighters on the 
scene and more crews were 
expected. 

All residents forced to 
flee their homes at one 
time or another since the 
stubborn blaze ignited have 
been allowed to return.

Guergis: *1 simply forgot’ 


Turfed minister fined $100 
for mortgage 'oversight' 


Former junior cabinet 
minister Helena Guergis 
has been fined by the fed¬ 
eral ethics commissioner 
for failing to report an 
$800,000 mortgage 
liability. 

Commissioner Mary 
Dawson filed notice of a 
$100 penalty against Guer¬ 
gis Thursday. 

Guergis had publicly dis¬ 
closed the mortgage in 
April, after news reports 
detailed the purchase of 
the home with her hus¬ 
band, Rahim Jaffer. 

But the Conflict of Inter¬ 
est Act requires MPs to re¬ 
port such new liabilities 
within 30 days — she 
bought the home in No¬ 
vember 2009. 

“I simply forgot and I ac¬ 
cept responsibility for this 
oversight,” she said. 

“I have already made 
arrangements to pay the 
fine — within the 30 days I 
was provided to do so.”

Peter MacKay and Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
former director of commu¬ 
nications Sandra Buckler, 
have faced similar fines.

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Scientists make cell 
from artificial DNA 


In revolutionary research 
that may end up altering 
our definition of life, sci¬ 
entists have created the 
first synthetic cell 
powered by artificially 
created DNA. 

The achievement caps 
15 years of work by a large 
team of researchers, led by 
Craig Venter of Human 
Genome Project fame, who 
engineered a chromosome 
and inserted it into a bac¬ 
terium to create a new liv¬ 
ing entity. 

“This is the first self- 
replicating species that 
we’ve had on the planet 
whose parent is a comput¬ 
er,” Venter told a telecon¬ 
ference presented Thurs¬ 
day by the journal Science, 


which published the work. 

The cell, which contains 
more than a million DNA 
base pairs, or genetic let¬ 
ters — a mere speck com¬ 
pared with the six billion 
in human DNA — was cre¬ 
ated by writing genetic 
code on a computer, then 
combining a cocktail of 
chemicals to create 
a chromosome. 

“We start 
with four bot¬ 
tles of chemi¬ 
cals and the dig¬ 
ital code in the 
computer from 
DNA sequence,” said 
Venter. “This is an impor¬ 
tant step we think both 
scientifically and philo¬ 
sophically. 


“It certainly changed my 
views of the definitions of 
life and how life works.” 

Geneticist Stephen 
Scherer, a senior scientist 
at Toronto’s Hospital for 
Sick Children, called the 
research an “impressive 
technical feat.”

Experts warn of long-term strife in Thailand

Bangkok As soldiers 
mopped up pockets of re¬ 
sistance and the govern¬ 
ment declared it was back 
in control, fears grew 
Thursday that the tentative 
quiet restored to Bangkok 
after a bloody crackdown 
on protests may just be a 
respite from violence and 
political polarization that 
could continue for years. 

Leaders of the anti-gov¬ 
ernment Red Shirt move¬ 
ment vowed a return as 
they were taken into cus¬ 
tody. “I think this is a new 
beginning for the Red 
Shirts,” said Kevin Hewison, 
a Thailand expert at the 
University of North Caroli¬ 
na. “It will be a darker and 
grimmer time of struggle 
and less-focused activities. 
By no stretch of the imagi¬ 
nation is the movement fin¬ 


ished.” The Thai govern¬ 
ment declared Thursday it 
had mostly quelled 10 
weeks of violent protests in 
the capital as buildings 
smouldered, troops rooted 
out die-hard holdouts. 

Some residents cautious¬ 


ly attempted a return to 
normal life a day after a 
military operation cleared 
the main commercial dis¬ 
trict of thousands of 
demonstrators, leaving 15 
dead and nearly 100 in¬ 
jured.

Ma’s attorney said his

We can understand 
the reason behind it, but 
we can’t accept it,” he said. 

Three of the other defen¬ 
dants were acquitted with 
no penalties because they 
turned themselves in, the 
official Xinhua News 
Agency reported, while the 
remaining 18 received jail 
sentences up to 2 1/2 years.

’m not an overly 
grumpy guy, though 
you might not know 
from reading these 
columns.

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'Newton' given cosmic view of Earth 


Sir Isaac Newton is getting 
the royal treatment in 
space, thanks to the 
British-born astronaut who 
carried up a picture of the 
17th-century scientist and a 
chip from his famous apple 
tree. 

Atlantis astronaut Piers 
Sellers said Thursday that 
he placed Newton’s picture 
in the glassed-in dome of 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion — the best seat in the 
gravity-less house. The 
views of Earth are stupen¬ 
dous from there. 

“Sir Isaac absolutely 
loved it, I’ve got to tell 
you,” Sellers said in an in¬ 
terview with The Associat¬ 
ed Press. “We had him in 
the window, and he got to 
watch his little wood chip 


float by and ponder the 
laws of gravitation and 
everything, so I think it 
was a treat for him.” 

The Royal Society of 
London provided 
Sellers with 

the 10-cen¬ 

timetre sliver 
of wood, 

which he 

took with him 
into orbit 

aboard the shut¬ 
tle. It’s inscribed 
with Newton’s ini¬ 
tials and, according 
to the society, came from 
the actual tree in England 
from which an apple fell 
nearly 350 years ago and in¬ 
spired Newton to discover 
the law of gravity. 

Sellers said Wednesday’s 


ceremony was a dry run. 
He plans to videotape the 
Newton items later this 
week for the Royal Socie¬ 
ty, which is the na¬ 
tional academy 
of science of 
the United 
Kingdom. It’s 
celebrating its 
350th an- 
niversaiy. 

Newton was 
a physicist, 
mathematician 
and astronomer. 
His brush with the 
falling apple is be¬ 
lieved to have occurred in 
the mid-1660s. 

Sellers, now a U.S. citi¬ 
zen, and the rest of At¬ 
lantis’ visiting astronauts 
got some time off Thursday 


after nearly a week of 
stressful work in orbit. 

The day’s big event was 
the grand opening of the 
space station’s newest 
room. The Russian com¬ 
partment, named Rassvet, 
or Dawn, was installed by 
the Atlantis crew earlier 
this week. 

This is NASA’s last 
planned flight of Atlantis. 
The shuttle and its six-man 
crew are due back on Earth 
next Wednesday. 

Only two shuttle mis¬ 
sions remain, by Discovery 
and Endeavour this fall. 
Once the fleet is retired, 
NASA will focus on getting 
astronauts to an asteroid 
and Mars by 2025 and 
2035, respectively.

Canadians' 
debts just 
keep rising 

finance Getting out of debt 
appears to be more diffi¬ 
cult than many Canadian 
homeowners imagine. 

Only seven per cent of 
1,000 respondents to a 
Canadian online survey 
last month said they had 
paid down their debt over 
the past year by more than 
expected. 

Another 19 per cent said 
they had reduced their 
debt — but by less than an¬ 
ticipated. 

In contrast, 27 per cent 
of the respondents said 
their debt had increased 
over the past year and 17 
per cent saw no change. 

The survey was con¬ 
ducted April 16 to 23 for 
Manulife Bank, a sub¬ 
sidiary of Manulife Finan¬ 
cial Corp. 

The report focused on 
what could be described as 
middle-income, middle- 
aged homeowners — peo¬ 
ple aged 30 to 55 with at 
least $50,000 of household 
income.

Google Inc. believes it has 
come up with the technol¬ 
ogy to unite web surfing 
with channel surfing on 
televisions. 

To reach the long-elusive 
goal, Google has joined 
forces with Sony Corp., In¬ 
tel Corp. and Logitech In¬ 
ternational. The compa¬ 
nies unveiled their much- 
anticipated plan for a 
“smart” TV on Thursday. 

The TVs are expected to 
go on sale in the fall. Pric¬ 
ing wasn’t immediately an¬ 
nounced. 

Google wants to turn tel¬ 
evisions into giant moni¬ 
tors for web surfing so it 
can make more money 
selling ads. The company 
generated nearly $24 bil¬ 
lion US in revenue last 
year, mostly from Internet 
ads displayed on computer 
screens. Although Google 


began selling ads for regu¬ 
lar television program¬ 
ming three years ago, ana¬ 
lysts say that has yielded 
paltiy dividends so far. 

The demonstration of 
the new technology didn’t 
go smoothly at a Google 
conference for about 
5,000 software program¬ 
mers. 

So many people in the 
audience were using the 
conference’s wireless ac¬ 
cess network that 
Google ran into 
repeated prob¬ 
lems showing 
how its tech¬ 
nology is sup¬ 
posed to toggle 
seamlessly be¬ 
tween the Web and 
television programming. ^ 
Google finally had to plead 
with the attendees to dis¬ 
connect their smart 


phones from the wireless 
network. 

Once it got enough 
bandwidth, Google was 
able to conduct a series of 
Internet searches in a 
drop-down box that ap¬ 
pears at the top of televi¬ 
sion programs. The search 
results pointed to Inter¬ 
net videos and other con¬ 
tent related to the televi¬ 
sion program on the 
screen.

Happy ending to a broken heart 



-he story was buried 

in the sports pages. 
Zac Herold, a 17- 
year-old profession¬ 
al soccer prospect, 
forced to end his dream be¬ 
cause of a heart condition 
that threatens his life if he 
continues to compete. 

A doctor with Toronto FC 
discovered Herold’s plight 
after the native of Port St. 
Lucie, Fla., reported to 
training camp as a top draft 
pick. The diagnosis means 
a future on the sidelines ... 
but a future, nonetheless. 



Maybe it’s a hopeful sign 
that somewhere out there, 
someone is watching 
over athletes and pro¬ 
tecting them from the 
damage sport can do. 

Encouraging news 
like this is rare in 
times when players 

are treated as com- _ 

modifies instead of Zac Herold 
human beings. 

Herold’s situation is 
overshadowed by a 
litany of malpractice that 
occurs daily in high per¬ 
formance athletics — pro¬ 
fessional and amateur. The 
act of enjoying sport has 
frequently been replaced by 
a win-at-all-costs mentality. 

The sports pages are fre¬ 
quently filled with bad 
news: We read of a notori¬ 
ous junior hockey coach 
who repeatedly sexually as¬ 
saulted his players and ru¬ 


ined their lives. 

We are stunned by the 
beating of a minor 
soccer parent in Ed¬ 
monton at the 
hands of a player 
from the opposing 
team. The attack 
was apparently mo¬ 
tivated by racial 
tensions. 

Some of us are 
conflicted when 
learning of the 
death of a talented track 
and field mentor who ad¬ 
vised his runners to take 
steroids so they wouldn’t be 
left behind. Others are ap¬ 
palled that a Toronto sports 
doctor prescribed human 
growth hormone to NFL 
players. 

Many more are con¬ 
cerned that young athletes 
in various team sports are 
being pressured to play de¬ 


spite concussions, which 
have become epidemic. 

Herold’s career has been 
cut short, but his situation 
should enlighten us. 

Thank heavens someone 
is watching over him — a 
supportive family, a wise 
physician and a profession¬ 
al club that has things in 
perspective.

Whether that new title is 
a promise or a simple mar¬ 
keting ploy, the fourth 
Shrek film at least does a 
good job of putting a posi¬ 
tive punctuation mark on 
a series that’s seen a rapid 
decline in quality over the 
course of the previous 
three instalments. 

The latest — and suppos¬ 
edly last — makes a valiant 
effort of recapturing the 
tone and spirit of the origi¬ 
nal Shrek, with more wise¬ 
acre takes on fairy tale 
tropes and fewer obnoxious 
pop culture references. 


Tossing on a loose-fitting 
It’s a Wonderful Life coat, 
the film picks up with 
Shrek (Mike Myers), Fiona 
(Cameron Diaz) and compa¬ 
ny enjoying their “happily 
ever after,” although the 
ogre himself isn’t so happy, 
longing for the days where 
villagers ran from him in 
fear instead of gawking 
from tour buses. 

He signs a foolish deal 
with Rumpelstiltskin 
(voiced by DreamWorks sto¬ 
ry head Walt Dohm), a pint- 
sized power-mad ginger 
who at one point had the 
keys to the kingdom in his 
grasp before Shrek went 
and ruined his plans by res¬ 
cuing Fiona. 

Shrek is then plunged in¬ 
to a world where Rumpel¬ 
stiltskin is king, he’s still a 
swamp-dwelling menace 
and none of his friends 
know him. The setup and 
plot are familiar and pre¬ 
dictable, but one thing the 


Shrek team does well — 
when they’re firing on all 
cylinders — is make the fa¬ 
miliar and predictable fun 
and exciting nonetheless. 

The animation is of 
course pristine, with some 
particularly thrilling battle 


and chase sequences tossed 
in. 

While Shrek frets 
through his existential cri¬ 
sis, the supporting cast 
provides some of the best 
laughs, as usual, with 
some new voices (Jon 


Hamm and Jane Lynch as 
members of the ogre re¬ 
sistance) along with the 
old. Eddie Murphy’s Don¬ 
key and Antonio Banderas’ 
Puss in Boots wage a fierce 
battle over who gets to the 
steal the show, but Ban¬ 


deras has the obvious 
edge, what with the Puss 
in Boots movie in develop¬ 
ment next.

In general Saturday Night 
Live movies aren’t very 
good. 

Sure, there are excep¬ 
tions like The Blues Broth¬ 
ers, but for the most part 
the sketch-to-screen adapta¬ 
tions go a little bit more 
like Coneheads. 

It’s been a decade since 
Lome Michaels last ushered 
one of his popular sketches 
into movie theaters and for¬ 
tunately it’s been worth the 
wait. MacGruber may have 
started as a 90-second joke, 
but now it’s a fully realized 
and gleefully offensive 
spoof/homage of delightful¬ 
ly dumb action movies. 
There are no grating catch- 
phrases, distracting come¬ 


dian cameos, or Xeroxed TV 
gags here. Had the original 
SNL sketches not existed, 
MacGruber could stand on 
it’s own as a damn enter¬ 
taining comedy. 

If you’re not familiar 
with Will Forte’s MacGru¬ 
ber, he’s a special agent in 
the DIY MacGyver mold. Of 
course, he’s not very good 
and tends to blow things 
up. In the film he’s given a 
nemesis who is one typo a 
way from being unfit to 
print, Dieter Von Cunth (Val 


Kilmer). The movie opens 
with Cunth stealing a mis¬ 
sile and soon MacGruber 
comes out of retirement to 
stop him alongside a poten¬ 
tial love interest (Kristen 
Wiig) and a young military 
hotshot (Ryan Phillippe). 

It’s a plot you’ve seen 
many times before, but ex¬ 
aggerated just enough to be 
hilarious. 

Of course, this isn’t just 
some film school satire. It’s 
also filled with enough pot¬ 
ty mouth language, bath¬ 


room humor, and filthy 
sight gags to be a solid R- 
rated comedy. Sure, it does¬ 
n’t demand much brain¬ 
power, but sometimes 
dumb laughs are enough. 

MacGruber shouldn’t 
have been this good. Hope¬ 
fully it won’t be unfairly 
dismissed as a lazy SNL re¬ 
tread, because it’s unlikely 
that a funnier flick will be 
released this summer.

Kites has been conceived 
and executed as a hybrid 
of the world’s two largest 
industrial cinemas, filter¬ 
ing over-amped 
Bollywood melodrama 
through glossy 
Hollywood aesthetics. 

And if that’s not high- 
concept enough for you, 
the epically scaled film 
has also been “remixed” 
by producer Brett Ratner 
into a 90-minute version 
for the short-attention 
span crowd. 

Certainly, the 130- 
minute cut of Kites could 
stand some trimming, 
but part of the film’s 
charm is bound up in its 


wild excess. 

The opening scenes 
glide along on the larger- 
than-life charm of star 
Hrithik Roshan as Jay, a 
Hindi hustler waylaid in 
Las Vegas whose cash-for- 
marriage scam gets com¬ 
plicated twice over. 

Problem No. 1: He falls 
in love with the gorgeous 
Spanish girl (Barbara 
Mori) who is paying him 
to get a green card; Prob¬ 
lem No. 2: When he pur¬ 
sues her, he discovers 
she’s engaged to be mar¬ 
ried to the son of a local 
crime boss, whose daugh¬ 
ter has her own designs 
on him. 

It’s an amusingly hu¬ 
mid quadrangle, but 
eventually, the film set¬ 
tles into a standard chase- 
movie mode, with Roshan 
and Mori recast as the 
post-globalization equiva¬ 
lents of Bonnie and 
Clyde, fleeing (with the 
top down) across the 
dustier parts of the Unit¬ 
ed States.

Band of Horses retreat 



After shooting to fame with 2007’s album, Cease To Begin, indie 
act Band of Horses is back with a new release, Infinite Arms.

If you’ve ever wondered 
where Band of Horses’ laid 
back twangy sound comes 
from, here’s your answer 

— a cottage near Bob Dy¬ 
lan’s boyhood home. 

Ben Bridwell, the band’s 
lead singer, recorded the 
group’s latest disc, Infinite 
Arms, near Hibbing, Minn. 

— less than two hours from 
the Ontario border. He did¬ 
n’t pick that place to chan¬ 
nel Dylan, though, he just 
wanted to be alone. “I need 
to know that people can’t 
hear me,” he says. “It’s em¬ 
barrassing when I’m 
screaming my balls off.” 

That’s not the only se¬ 
cluded spot Bridwell has 
written in — “I’ve done it in 
a cabin on a lake, a caboose 
on an ocean and a cabin in 
the mountains,” he says. 

Wherever he writes it 
seems to be working. The 
group shot to indie fame 
in 2007 with the stunning 
disc Cease To Begin and 


the new one picks up 
where that one left off. 

For the most part, Infi¬ 
nite Arms sounds a lot like 
past efforts. Bridwell’s 
smooth, high-pitched vo¬ 
cals, rich Beach Boys-ish 
harmonies and folk pop 
sensibility permeates 
much of the disc. The 
singer says he can’t help it 
if the new record sounds 
like his older ones. 


“I’m limited in my musi¬ 
cal ability,” he says. “I 
started this game late, so 
it’s not hard for me to 
sound like me.” 

But there are differ¬ 
ences. There’s more coun¬ 
try twang, the rock songs 
are louder, and each track 
is more polished. That 
could have something to 
do with the band’s new 
players. The group has 


grown from a trio to a five- 
piece over the last couple 
of years. Unlike on Cease 
To Begin, almost all the 
band members con¬ 
tributed to this record. 

“These guys are bringing 
stuff to table I wouldn’t 
write,” says Bridwell. 

It’s not just the songwrit¬ 
ers that are new, however. 
For the first time, the band 
financed and produced 
this record themselves. Go¬ 
ing the DIY route gave the 
band more freedom. It also 
allowed them to sell their 
disc to the highest bidder, 
which turned out to be Fat 
Possum records, a sub¬ 
sidiary of major label Sony 
Music. 

Jumping to a major 
shouldn’t come as a sur¬ 
prise — other similar 
sounding acts like Death 
Cab For Cutie have made 
the move too. 

“There was really no 
doubt in my mind,” he 
says. “People have been 
knocking at the door for a 
while so I had a good feel¬ 
ing we’d get paid back.”
